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PREFACE 



1 liis report is the secDiid upduliiig of Lciiislaii'on by the States: Accountahility ami Assessment in 
iulticafion prepnred for tlie Coopcriitivc Accountahility Project; the first revision was completed In April, 
1973. 

Twenty-seven si:ites have enacted laws up to August, 1973 that feature some r.spect of acconntabihty, 
Neu states added since April, 1973 are Arkansas, Kansas, New York, and Texas. Two other new states, 
Nevada and Oklahoma, adopted Joint Resolutions that are being acted upon by their Departments of 
l'!ducation; therefore, they have been discussed In the text, in the case of Oklahoma, the Resolution was 
made a part of the School C'ode. 

h'ifteen states have passed laws that require a state testing or an assessment program of student 
performance. Thirteen states have legislated the development of a FPBS, MIS, or a uniform accounting 
system. Another state, California, appointed committees to study and recommend a PPBS, but did not 
mandate a PPBS for tlie slate. Nine states evaluate the performance of their professional employees through 
legislation, and one state has authorized performance contracting by law. 

Attention is called again to ihe fact that most states without legislation have instituted prograirs with 
aspects of accountability that are in varying states of progress. This report is concerned only with those 
states that have enacted legislation with accountability features.

(5) the regular appraisal and reporting of program 
performance.

He shall evaluate the long-range program 
plans, requested budgets and aUernatives to state agency 
policies and programs, and formulate, and recommend for 
consideration by the legislature, a proposed comprehensive 
program and financial plan which sliall cover all estimated 
receipts and expenditures of the state government, includ- 
ing all grants, loans, and money received from the federal 
government.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

(5) To establish methods of voucher examination and 
approval for expenditures of funds deposited in the State 
Treasury and, if necessary, other depositories. 

(6) To establish ^iniform procedures for the preparation 
of disbursing documents. 

(7) To establish procedures for forecasting economic 
conditions, to establish an adequate technique of revenue 
estimating, to provide for tax research and a method for 
standardization of statistics. 

(8) To develop methods for improvement and economy 
in organization and administration of State agencies, 

. departments, institutions, boards, and coniniissions. 

(9) To authorize the promulgation of reasonable rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with applicable laws to 
achieve the purposes and intent of this Act. 

(10) To further define the powers and duties of the

(B) Comprehensive Budgeting And Financial Management 
System. It is also (he purpose of this Act to eslahlisii a 
comprehensive system of State budgeting and financial 
management which will further the capacity of the Cieneral 
Assembly to plan and Una nee the ScTvices which it 
determines the State should provide for its citizens, and 
which will further the capacity of the Governor to make 
budgetary recommendations to the General Assembly and 
to execute the laws of this State.

Of Planning And Finance And Administration. The Chief 
Fiscal Officer, with the cooperation of the Director of the 
Department of Planning, shall carry out the following 
duties and responsibilities: 

(1) Assist the Go\ernor or Governor-elect in the prepara- 
tion of the comprehensive program and fina ncial plan, 
including the coordination and analysis of State agency 
programs, goals and objectives. 

(2) Develop procedures to produce the information 
tieeded for effective policy decision-making by the General 
Assembly, Governor or Governor-elect. 

(3) Assist State agencies in developing their statement of 
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goals and objectives, their piepai-atioM of program plaths and 
budget requests and their systems of evaluating and 
reporting of program performance. 

(4) Provide the General Assembly o< its Interim Com- 
mittees '.vith any information il mny request. 

(5) Between Sessions of the General Assembly kee}> the 
Legi'Jalive Council and any Interim Committees of the 
(General Assembly who requesi such information, informed 
of ihe actual expendit ures of .Slate agencies as compared to 
ilicii approved budgets and ot" the aclual performance of 
such agencies as compared to lhai predlcled in Ihe Program 
ihidgel requests along with the reasons for any devialioi^s 
which exist. 

(()) Administer their responsibililies under the program 
budget provisions of this Act so that the policy decisions 
and budget determii^ations of the General Assembly and 
Governor are effectively implemeiUed. 

(7) To accomplish the foregoing duties and responsi- 
bilities, the Director of the DepartmeiH of Finance and 
y\dministration. in cooperation with the Director of the 
Departmefit of Plaiming and the Legislative Council, shall 
design budge! information forms so thai comparative data 
of the last fiscal year, the current fiscal year, and the next 
biennium are presented so that State agencies can best 
express budgetary and program infoi /"«ation tiiat will be 
most useful to the Govenor, or the Governor-elect and the 
General Assembly in order to facilitate program Ibrmula- 
tion, execution and accountability by: 

(a) Focusing attention upon the general character -dud 
relative importance of the program to be accomplished or 
upon the service to be rendered and what the program or 
service will cost. 

(b) Employing functional classifications, where practical 
10 do so, in order to present budgets by broad program 
categories, 

(c) PreseiUing budget requests by organizational units. 

(d) Grouping expenditures and budget estimates by 
major objects of expenditures. 

(e) Stating goals and objectives of State agency pro- 
grams. 

(0 Presenting proposed plans to implement the goals and 
objectives including proposed modification of existing 
program services; and establishment of new program 
services, and the estimated resources required to implement 
the goals and objectives. 

(g) Including a report of the receipts during the prior 
fiscal year, an estimate of the receipts during the current 
fiscal year, and an estimate for each year of the succeeding 
biennium. 

(h) Presenting requested legislation required to imple- 
ment the proposed programs and financial plans. 

(i) Any other information necessary to carry otit the 
purposes of this Act. 

(8) In addition, the Director of the Department of 
Finance and Administration in cooperation with the 
Director of P)anning and the Legislative Council shall: 

(a) Prepare a budget calendar or time schedule so that 
the submission and presentation of budget estimates will be 
^^^»[:omplished within the dedred time limits. 
sJv> (b) Prepare a Budget .'*.structional Manual to establish 
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uniformity for presentation of budget estimates by Slate 
agencies. 

/Sccfions onn'f/cd) 

Section 9. Annual Operations Plans. (A) Responsibility Of 
State Agencies. Ivxcept as limited by policy decisions of the 
Governor, appropriations and funding by the Legislalure. 
and olher provisions of law. the State agencies shall have 
the aulhoril)' and responsibilily to admiiiisler iheir pio- 
}";Mns as authorized by ihe (h'nrra) Assembly and shall be 
responsible for their proper numagemeiit. 

(B) Annual Operations Plan-General Procedures, liach State 
agency, other than the l-leeted Constitutional Officer^, the 
Legislative atid Judicial Branches*, the Arkansas Highway 
Department, the State supporled institutions of Migher 
Lducation and the Arkansas Game and Fish Conunission, 
shall prepare an Annual Operations IMan for the operation 
of each of .its assigned programs. The Antiual Operations 
Plan shall be prepared in the form and content determined 
by the Chief Fiscal Officer in cooperation with the Director 
of the Department of Planning and be transmitted lo the 
I^epartment of Finance and Administration on the date 
prescribed by the Chief Fiscal Officer. In years when the 
Cieneral A.ssembly meets in regular session the Animal 
Operations Plan shall be prepared after adjournment of the 
General Assembly and shall take fully into consideration all 
applicable laws, including appropriations made, and shall be 
.submitted to the Department of Finance and Ad mini.st ra- 
tion on a date set by the Chief Fiscal Officer, but prior to 
July I of said year. 

(C) Contents Of Plan. Each Annual Operations Plan shall 
list, by programs as defined by the General Assembly, the 
goals and objectives and the activities which support them, 
the planned accomplishments for the ensuing year, the 
standards by which it is proposed to measure the accomp- 
lishments, the appropriation and funding provided by the 
legislature, a detailed budget by quarters indicating the 
agency's plans for the expenditure of funds in order to 
accomplish the objectives and any other supporting or 
related information required by the Director of the 
Department of Planning and the Chief Fiscal Officer or 
requested by a Legislative interim committee, including the 
Legislative Council. 

(Passage omitted) 

Section 10. Performance Reporting (A) Agency Per- 
formance Reports. Each State agency, other than the 
Legislative and Judicial Branches of government, the 
elected Constitutional Officers, the Arkansas Highway 
Depi^rtment, the Arkansas Game and Fish Commission and 
the State-supported Institutions of Higher Education shall 
submit performance reports to the Departments of Planning 
and Finance and Administration at prescribed times during 
and after each fiscal year. These reports shall be in the form 
prescribed by the Chief Fiscal Officer with the concurrence 
of the Director of the Department of Planning and the 
Legislative Council, and shall include statements concern- 
ing: 



(1) The work accomplished and ihe services provided in 
the preceding fiscal year or other meaningful work period, 
relating actual accomplishments to tiiose planned in the 
Annual Operations Plan provided tor in ScctioJi 0 of this 
Act. 

(2) The relationship of accomplishments and services to 
the policy decisions and budget determlncttions of the 
Governor and the General Assembly. 

(3) The costs of accomplishing the work and providing 
the services, comparing actual expenditures to the budgeted 
amounts in the Quarterly Fiscal Program, and to the extent 
tea sib L\ citing meaningful measures of program e'tective- 
ness. 

(4) The administrative improvements made in the 



preceding year, potential improvements in future years, and 
suggested changes in legislation or admini.^trative proce- 
dures to make further improvements. 
(B) Period Summary Reports. The Chief Fiscal Officer with 
the eooperation of tlie DIrcctov of the Department of 
Planning shall periodically summarize the performance 
reports of all State agencies and forward copies to the 
Governor, the Legislative Council and any other Commit- 
tees or members of the General Assembly who request 
them, and shall include any comments, observations or data 
designed to assist the Legislature in its deliberations. . . .

CALIFORNIA 



The California Stale l.cgislaiiire passed two Acts which 
required statewide testing programs: the California School 
Testing Program in I96f with amendments enacted hi 
several sessions thereafter, and the Miller-Unnih Basic 
Reading Act of I^Xk', with amendments passed in subse- 
quent sessions. Abstracts of the two Acts are presented in 
this report along with quoted passages f\)m the two laws. 
Legislation has been introduced in the 19 72 sessit>n which 
will modify the state testing program, A PPBS system also 
is being considered. These bills are pending and are .n(tt 
included in this report. 

A third bill was enacted in July 1971, Assembly Bill No. 
29 J, known as the ''StulT' bill. This bill added sections to 
Chapter 2 of the Hducatio.i Code for the evaluation and 
assessment of t^erformanee of eertifica 'ed employees. These 
sections are (pi o ted direclly from the bill in this report. In 
order to implement the bill, the California Department of 
h'diication established a set of guidelines for school districts 
to Lisa in developing procedures for evaluating certifieated 
personnel. These guideUnes were published in 1972. An 
,A(/f*':ndix to the guideUnes states that the requirements of 
Assembly Bill 293 may well have signifieant financial 
impact on school districts. Each district, therefore, is 
requested to maintain an accounting of the personnel 
man-hours and other costs involved in developing, imple- 
menting, and maintaining the evaluation sy:;tef?t ff the 
legislation should involve substantial n.*w costs to school 
districts, the California State Board of Education wants to 
provide the Legislature with this information in order to 
promote the concept that future legislation should provide 
for the fuiancial implications the bill may entail, 

A SHORT HISTORY OF STATEWIDE TEST- 
ING PROGRAMS IN CALIFORNIA 

California has two required statewide programs for 
testing pupils in tiie public schools. They are the California 
School Testing Program* and the testine required under the 
Miiier-Unruh Basic Reading Act of 1965. All school 
districts in the state are required to administer specified 
tests and report the scores to the State Department of 
Education and to their local school boards. Under the 
Miller-Unruh testing program the state supplies tlie required 
tests to school districts, and under the State Testing 
Program, school districts purcliase the tests directly from 
publishers. No separate state funding for scoring or report- 
ing test results is provided to school districts for eitijer 
program. 

i. CahTornia School Testing Program (Chap. 9 of Div. 9 of 
the Education Code) 

The California School Testing Program began with a law 
passed at the 1961 session of the Legislature, and tlie first 
required testing was done in the fail of 1962 with 
intelligence and achievement tests that school districts 
selected from a list approved by the State Board of 
O Education. Tests were administered in grvides 5, 8, and 1 1 . 
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The Calirorniu School Testing Law was :uncnded in !^^6.^ 
and required the adniinistvation of physical perforninncc 
tests, in cidditiun to the intelligence and ucudemic a^'lneve- 
nient tests. In 1965 the law was amended to req.in'e tliut 
uniform tests for ah scliool districts be adopted by the 
State Board of Education. The Board designated intel- 
ligence and reading tests foi use in grades 6 and 10. The 
fiisl v^As under the 1965 amendments were administered in 
the fall of 1966, They were the Lorgc-'I horndike Intel- 
ligence Tests in grades 0 and 10. the Stanford Reading Test 
in grade 6, and the Tests of Academic Progress, Reading 
Test, in grade 10. 

At the 1908 .scs.vion of the Legi.slaturc, (he testing 
program was amended by AB 1168 (Stuls. 1968 Chap. 
427). The lav. required testing with intelligence tests, basic 
skills tests (delnied as reading, spelling, basic mathematics 
and grammar), and physical performance tests. The law also 
specified that tests were to be administered in grades 6 or 8, 
and 12. In addition to testing in the basic skill testing also 
was to be required by the State Board of Lducation from 
time to time in content courses- literature, history, 
advanced mathematics, and science. The requirement for 
testing in either grade 6 or 8 was amended out of the law at 
the 1969 session of the Legislature by AB 1534 (Chap, 
1552), and testing is now required of all pupils in grades 6 
and 12. 

The test^^ adopted for use in the 1969-70 school year are 
the Lorge-Thorndike intellig-mce Tests in grades 6 and 12, 
the Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills in grade 6, the Iowa 
Tests of Educational Development in grade 12, and the 
California Physical Peiformance Test in grades 6 and 12, 
Intelligence tests are administered during the months of 
October and November, achievement tests during the 
month of October and phyr'cal performance tests during 
April and May. 

2, Miiler-Unruh Basic Reading Act Testing (Chap. 5.8 of 
Div. 6 of the Education Code) 

By legislation enacted in 1965, a testing program in 
reading in grades 1, 2, and 3 was required in coimection 
with a program to improve reading instruction in the 
primary grades. This was the Miller- Unruh Basic Reading 
Act of 1965, Tests adopted by the State Board of 
Education were the Stanford Reading Tests, and these tests 
were used from 1966 through 1969, in 1969 the State 
Board of Education adopted new tests for use in the 
primary grades beginning in the 1969-70 school year. The 
Stanford Reading Tests will be phased out and the 
Cooperative Primary Reading Test will be the required test. 

Testing in the primary grades is done the first 10 scliool 
days in May, Test results are reported to the State 
Depiirtment of Education, and one of the uses made of the 
required testing is in the system of priorities for funding 
under the Miiler-Unruh Basic Reading Act. Also .test results 
are used for evaluation of reading programs on both the 
district and state levels. 
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CHAPTER 9. SCHOOL TESTING 

Article I . General Provisions 

12820. This diapter may be cited as tho California 
Sciiool Testing Act 01*1969. 

12821. The objectives of this chapter arc: 

(a) To alford a Jiieans and procedure for evahialing the 
effectiveness of tlie public schools as shown by the 
competence and progress of public school pupi'a \n basic 
skills and content courses. 

(b) To make siieh evaluations available (o educational 
jgencies and (lie public as a basis for the correction of 
deficiencies in, and the iniprovcnicnl of, all phases of the 
state educational system and as a basis for research. 

(c) To afford to the Legislature facts from wliich it may 
determine the proper allocation and expenditure of public 
funds for public school education. 

12822. As used in this chapter: 

(a) "Achievement test" means any standardized test 
which measur;:s or attempts to measure the level of 
performance which a pupil has attained in one or more 
courses of study. It shall include (1) tests in basic skills 
courses administered annually and (2) tests i.i content 
courses idministered froin time to time as designated by 
the St.ite Board of Education. 

(b) "Physical performance test'' means any test which 
measures or attempts to measure the physical fitness of a 
pupil, 

(c) ''Scholastic aptitude test'' means any standardized 
test which measures or atlcinpts to measure the scholastic 
iipiiludc of a pupil, 

(d) ''Testing program" means the systematic achieve- 
ment, pliysical performance, and scholastic aptitude testing 
required by this chapter of all pupils in grades 6 and 12 in 
all schools within a school district by means of tests 
designi:\ed by the State Board of Education. 

(c) "Basic skills courses" means those subjects which 
involve, among other skills, memorization and mastery of 
specific functions, including but not limited to, reading, 
spelling, basic mathemaiics, and grammar. 

(t*) ''Content courses'' means those subjects which 
require the integration of factual matter, logical analysis, 
the .solution by the student of posed problems, and the 
conmiun''.:ation of idea.s\ inchiding, but not limited to, 
literature, history, advanced mathematics, and science. 

12823. The State Board of Education shall: 

(a) Require a testing program in all school districts. 

(b) Designate the achievement, scholastic aptitude, and 
physical performance tests to be used during the ensuing 
school >ear. 

(c) Adopt regulations for the conduct and administration 
of the testing program. 

12824. The State Board of Education may develop, 
publish and administer tests of its own devising, and the 
board may utilize the expert sei-vices of any persons or 
groups of persons in public or private employment. 

12825. The governing board of each district sl:all, in 
accordance with the rules and regulations of the State 

O Board of Education, conduct a testing program within the 
\\y^ district. The governing board may also administer other 



tests. 

PH26. The governing board of a school district shall 
report to (he Departmenl of luiucation. pursuant to rules 
and regulations adopted by the State Hoard of Fducation, 
the scores of the .jcliievcmeru and scholastic 'dpiiiudc tests 
administered pursuant to this article. 

The districtwide results of the testing prograjn. bui not 
the score or relative po.sition of individual pupils, shall be 
reported to the governing board of the district at least once 
;i year at a regularly scheduled meeting. 

12827. Upon request of the Department of [-ducalion. a 
school district sh:i)] submit to the department at least once 
every two years the results of its physical performance 
testing. 

12828. At the request of the State Board of Education, 
and in accordance with rules and regulations which the 
board may adopt, each county superintendent of schools 
shall cooperate with and give assistance to school districts 
under his jurisdiction in carrying out the testing programs 
t)i such districts and other duties imposed on school 
districts by this chapter. 

12829. With the exception of physical performance 
tests, no city, county, city and county, or district superin- 
teiident of schools or any principal or teacher of any 

elementary or secondary school under his charge shall carry ^ 
on any program ofspt.^:ific preparation of the pupils within 
the district for the testing program as such or the particular 
test used therein. 

12830. No provision of this chapter or Article 3 
(commencing with Section 8571) of Chapter 3 of Division 
7 .shall be construed to mean, or represented to require, 
that graduation from a higli school or promotion to another 
grade level i.s in any way dcpenden.t upon successful 
performance on any test administered as a part of the 
testing program. 

Article 2. Content Course Evaluation 

12840. Erom time to lime, as tlic State Board of Educa- 
tion may determine, the board shall conduct studies of the 
effectiveness of the various content courses otTered by the 
public schools of this state. Such studies shall include 
details of the specific objectives of the courses and the level 
of acliievement attained by students enrolled in such 
courses and, for this purpose, llie board may use the results 
of any test administered under the provisions of ihis 
chapter. 

12841. Upon the completioji of a study by the board 
pursuant to Section 12840. the board .sliall report its 
finding, and recommendations, if any, to the Governor and 
the Legislature not later than January 1 of the year 
succeeding completion of the study. 

12842. In making reports to the Legislature pursuant to 
Section 12841, the board shall maintain the anonymity of 
all individual students involved, as well as the participating 
school districts. The board may make analyses involving 
other factors, including, but not limited to, general cate- 
gories of pedagogies in use, type of district organization, 
geographic area, socioeconomic data, size of school district, 
or other analytical items which may prove useful. 

12843. The governing board of any school district shall

The Department of l-duealion shall prepare and 
NUtjinir an annual report to the Legislalure, the Slate Boincl 
of lulucation and to each school district in the stiitc 
cunUiitiing an analysis, on a districl-by-disirici basis, of liie 
results and (est scores of the testing program in basic skills 
e(jursos. including Icsis administered pursuant to the 
Miller-Unruh Basic Reading Act of 19Ci5. The report shall 
include, but is not limited to, an analysis of the following 
operational factors having a substantive relationship to or 
bearing on .such results: 

(a) Maximum and minimum salary paid teachers. 

(b) Average class .size in grades I to 3. inclusive. 

(c) Pupil-teacher ratio in grades 4 to 8. inclusive. 

(d) Number of nonieaching certificated personnel per 
100 full-time teachers. 

(c) Total general fund tax rate and total general purpose 
tax rate. 

(0 Assessed valuation per unit of average daily attend- 
ance. 

(g) Percentage of minority enrollment. 

(h) Index of family poverty, derived from dividing iunds 
received under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965 (Public Law 89-10) by the average 
daily attendance in the district. 

(i) Average scholastic ability. 

(j) Average transitory factors as derived from dividing the 
average daily attendance of the district or selected schools 
by the total annual enrollment of the district. 

(k) The rate of turnover of staff. 

12849. The State Board of Education shall make recom- 
mendation to the Legislature as the board deems appropri- 
ate concerning appropriate or necessary legislation with 
respect io the results of the testing program and the 
evaluation and analysis thereof required by this chapter. 

CHAPTER 5.8. SPEGAL ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
READING INSTRUCTION PROGRAM 

Article L General Provisions 
Citation of Act 

5770. This chapter may be cited as the Miller-Unruh 
Basic Reading Act of 1965 (added by Stats. 1968, Ch. 
182). 

Statement of Legislative Intent and Purpose 

S77L It is the intent and purpose of tlie Legislature that 
the elementary school reading instruction program provided 



for by this chapter .shall be directed to the prevention of 
reading disubilities. and the correction of reading disabiliiie.s 
;it the earliest possible time in the educational caieer of the 
pupil. "The instruction progratu shall be provided in grades 
1.2. and 3 in the elementary schools. 

It is the further intent of the Legislature that tliL reading 
program in the public schools be of high quahty, und thai 
the program be designed to permit eaily developmoni of 
reading <^:i[ls. and the early correcliLU of reading disa- 
bilities, The Legislature recognizes thai early development 
of reading ability enhances tfie opportunity of each pupil 
for success in school and lor success in a career upon 
leaving school. The Legislature further recognizes that to 
:ichieve its in lent and purpose it will be necessary to 
provide means to emploj' teachers trained in tlie leaching of 
reading, to provide incentives to encourage such training, 
and to stimulate the establishment and maintenance of 
school libraries. To carry out its inteul and purpose, the 
Legislalure ha.s enacted this chapter to provide salary 
payments for specialist teachers in reading, scholarships to 
encourage the development of skills in the teaching of 
reading, and salary payn^enis for the employment of 
professional librarians in school disiriiUs. It is also the 
intent of the Legislature that the provisions of this chapter 
shall be administered to provide funds and services first to 
those school districts and to the schools in such districts 
where the need for reading instruction is greatest and the 
Hnancial ability of the district to provide it is least. Tliis 
program is voluntary and any school district may partici- 
pate or may decline to participate. If a district participates, 
it shall participate fully with respect to those schools in the 
district in which the program is established. . . . 

Article 3. Testing and Program Evaluation 

Testing of Pupils Completing the First and Second Grades; 
Nationwide Norms; Exemptions; Use of Test 

5779. Commencing with the school years 1965-66, the 
State Board of Education shall require that uniform tests to 
determine achievement of basic reading fundamentals and 
skills shall be administered to all pupils who are completing 
the first and second grades. The State Board of Education 
shall adopt rules and regulations governing the time, place 
jnd methods for administration of the testing program. 

The State Board of Education shall determine the form 
in which the results of uniform tests under this article shall 
be reported to the Department of Education, and beginning 
with the tests administered in the 1968-69 school year to 
second and third grade pupils, shall require, in addition :o 
reports presently required for purposes of Section 5782. 
and as based on publisiiers' norms, that such reports include 
a distribution, based on first grade test results, of the 
number of months of progress achieved for each year the 
pupils have been in school. 

Uniform tests for each grade shall be recommended by 
the Department of Education and shall be submitted to the 
State Board of Education for approval and adoption no 
later than January 31 . 1966. Any test so adopted shall be in 
national use and natior.wide norms shall have been de- 
veloped for such lest. The tests which have been approved 
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and adoplcd by the board shall be prhitcd or purchased, 
and distributed (o (lie various scliool distrlets In Ihe Klale 
by the Department of I'dueation. 

Pupils who have been determined to be mentally 
retarded or eduealionally handicapped, as defined in this 
ct)de. shall be exempted from the testing rcqulrcmcin 
imposed by this chapter. 

Hie testing program imposed by this chapter shall be 
used exclusively for the purposes herein set forth, and no 
test scores or results shall be employed to rank school 
districts according to their test results in ai»y publication, 
o'her tlian a publication which may be made necessary in 
ijrder to effectively administer this chapter. 

The tests administered pursuant to this article shall be 
employed to determine each .school district's quota of 
specialist reading teachers, as required by Article 4 (com- 
mencing witii Section 5781 ) of this chapter. 

(Added by Stats. 1968. Ch. 182; amended by Stat.s. I908, 
Ch.995.) 

Testing in Initial Teaching Alphabet 

5779.1. The governing board of each school district, in 
conducting a testing program in the district pursuain to 
Section 5779 shall be allowed to conduct achievement 
reading tests at school district expense printed in the Initial 
Teaching Alphabet for those pupils who are accustomed to 
learning in that alphabet in lieu of the uniform tests 
prescribed by Section 5779, 

Achievement Test to 3rd-Grade Pupils; Evaluation of 
Program; Report to Legislature. 

5780. Commencing with the school year 1966-67. and 
in each year thereafter, a standardized reading achievement 
test, which shall be adopted by the State Board of 
Education and distributed to the various .school districts, 
shall be administered to all third-grade pupils completing 
the third grade. 

The scores of those pupils wlio have participated in a 
remedial program shall be maintained and treated separate- 

ly. 

From a study of the results of these tests in districts 
which conduct a basic reading program pursuant to this 
chapter, and the test results ii? districts which do not 
conduct such a program, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall evaluate the basic reading program pro- 
vided by this chapter, and he shall report his findings 
annually to the State Board of Education. 

The State Board of Education shall report its findings 
re<;;arding the implementation of, and experience under, the 
basic reading program provided by this chapter, together 
with any recommendations for any adjustments in the. 
program to the Legislature at each regular session. 

ASSEMBLY BILL NO. 293 (Enacted July, 1971) 

CHAPTER 361

Article 5.S. Evaluation and Assessment of Performance of 
Certificated Employees 

13485. It is the intent of the Legislature to establish a 
uniform system of evaluation and as.sessmenl of the 
performance of certificated persoimel within each scluol 
district of the state.

13488. Evaluation and a.sscssment made pursuant to this 
article shall be reduced to writing and a copy thereof shall 
be transmitted to the certificated employee not later than 
60 days before the end of each school year in wliich the 
evaluation takes place. The certificated employee shall have 
the right to initiate a written reaction or response to the 
evaluation. Such response .shall become a permanent attach- 
ment to the employee's personnel file. Before the end of 
the sciiool year, a meeting shall be held between the 
certificated personnel and the evaluator to discuss the 
evaluation. 

13489. Evaluation and as.se .ssment of the performance of 
each certificated employee shall be made on a continuing 
basis, at least once each school year for probationary 
personnel, and at least every other year for personnel with 
perma/ient status. The evaluation xhall include recom- 
mendations, if necessary, as to areas of improvement in the 
performance of the employee. In the event an employee is 
not performing his duties in a satisfactory manner ac- 
cording to the standards prescribed by the governing board, 
the employing authority shall notify the employee in 
writing of such fact and describe such unsatisfactory 
performance. The employing authority shall thereafter 
confer with the employee making specific recommenda- 
tions as to areas of improvement in the employee's 
performance and endeavor to assist him in such perform- 
ance. . . . 

SEC, 41. Sections 1 to 39 of this act shall become 
operative on the 61st day after the final adjournment of the 
1972 Regular Session of the Legislature.

Public lnstnicti(m. A.B. 2800, enacted in 1071, reorganized 
this system, rcstmctured the various existing advisory 
Ixnlics. and redueed them in number in order to eliminate 
cofijlictini^ and overlat>piny, duties. 

Prior to the passas^e of A.B. 2800, Chapter 1573 was 
enaetcd in I0f)7 which eslablished the Advisory Comiuis- 
sioii on Selu)ol Disirici liudgeiinj^ and Account invi.

A.B. 2800 replaced the Advisory Commission with a new 
Educational Management and Evaluation ConimissioUy 
which is to advise the State Board in the evaluation of the 
program achievement of educational programs, the determi- 
nation of cast effectiveness of the programs, and on a PPBS 
system for local school disti fits. This Commission, too, acts 
as an advisory body to the State Board of Education. The 
Department of Education is to cooperate with the Advisory 
Commission as requested and recommend any change or 
revision of law necessary lo effectuate what the Commis- 
sion recommend.^. 

Another Advisory Committee on Program and Cost 
Effectiveness served from 1970 to 1972. The Committee 
was established to expedite A,B. No. 606, known as the 
^'Educational Improvement Act of 1969.'' This Act called 
for the employment of cost effectiveness measures in the 
approval and evaluation of all projects. The Committee's 
charge was further defined in A.B. 1923, enacted in 1970. 
It Was to develop and recomnidnd a methodology for 
evaluating cost effectiveness for the State Board to use in 
detennining which projects should be expanded, modified 
or rephwed. A plan for developing a cost effectiveness 
model was submitted to the State Board by the Commit tee 
that described its attenifUs to develop and test components 
of the model. Further research was needed and the reports 
of the Ominiittee were distributed to members of the new 
Hducatxo{}a} Management and Evaluation Commission. 



Senate bill No, I was enacted in 1968, the iitent of 
'lich was to set basic standanls and guideluies for public 
school education throughout the state. A J()int Couunittcc 
on Educational Goals and Evaluation was a/)pointcd the 
following year to state the aims of this plan in detail. 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 198, 1970 states the 
res/xnisibilities of this Committee In May, 1970 the 
Committee sent recommendations to the Legislature stating 
that ''the best and nu)st workable goals f)r our public 
school education can only be set by a process involving the 
citizens of our state-- parents and taxpayers, students and 
teachers, school administrators and classified employees, " 
The Joint Committee now is in the fmwess of developing 
goals and objectives, begun in tin Fall of 1972, by initially 
contacting the largest number of its citizens fyossibh' for 
their views. By June of 1973 a first draft of decisiom for 
each school-community is expected; in the Fall of 1973, 
public hearings will be held to present to the citizens the 
goals and objectives most important to them, followed by 
each district putting the decisions into action. 

A.B. 293, the Stall bill enacted in 1971 (already in the 
first publication o/' Legislation by the States), is the first in 
the nation tlmt requests certificated teacher compel e/ice to 
be partially evaluated in terms of pupil progress. All local 
teacher evaluation systems must include standards of 
expected student progress ui each area of study and 
certificated personnel are to be assessed in relation to the 
eslablished standards. 

A companion bill to A.B. 293 was passed in October, 
1 97 1 (AM. 2999) that directed the State Board of 
Education to djivelop and dissenunate guidelines that the 
districts may use in developing certificated personnel 
evaluation procedures. The giddelines were developed and 
published by the State Board in 1972. The Governor of 
California also appointed a Commission for Teacher Prepa- 
ration and Licensing in 1 97 1 that is independent of the 
State Board or Department of Education. The Commission 
develops standards of preparation for teachers-to-be and 
procedures for dismissal or revocation of certificates. 

A.B. No. 1483, '*T}ie Guaranteed Learning Achievement 
Act of 1971," authorizes performance contracting by local 
school districts, ft became effective In .^iarch, 1972, too 
late to be implemented in the 1971 -'72 school year, but six 
districts have been selected by the ^State Board to partici- 
pate during the 1972-'73 school year. The law is to remain 
in effect until June 30, 1975. 

The following bills referred to in the discussion above are 
quoted on the ensuing pages: Chapter 1573, Assembly Bill 
2800, Assembly Bill 606, Assembly Bill No. 1923, Assem- 
bly Bill 2999, and Assembly Bill 1483.

Sec. 7. Chapter 2 (commencing with Section 20601) is 
added to Division I 6 of the Education Code, to read: 

Chapter 2. Budget Requirements and Budget Calendar 
for School Districts 

Article I. Budget Requirements 

20601. As used in this article, "budget'* includes the 
preliniinary budget, the tentative budget and the final 
budget of a school district. 

20602. Each budget shall show a complete plan and 
itemized statement of all proposed expenditures of the 
sciuK)l district and of all estimated revenues for :Me ensuing 
fiscal year, together with a ct)mparison as to each item of 
revenue and 'expenditures, with the actual revenues and 
expenditures for the last completed fiscal year and the 
actual and estimated expenditures for the existing fiscal 
yeat. Hie county superintendent of schools shall from his 
own records supply to the school district any information

levied l*or. or apportionment of slate funds made to, the 
district during such succeeding Hscal year are available to 
the district. 

20605. The budge! may also contain un amount to be 
known as the undisti ibuted reserve. The funds in the 
undistributed reserve shall be available for appropriation by 
a two-thirds vote the members of the governing board, to 
cover expenditures that have not been provided for or that 
may have been insufilcient-iy provided for, or for unfore- 
seen requirements as they may arise. 

20606. Each budget shall be made in qui;ituplicate in the 
form and upon the blanks prescribed by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. It shall be the duly of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to prepare .standard forms and 
blanks necessary to show the budgeting items and compari- 
sons required by this article. Blanks shall be furnished to 
the school districts by the county superintendent of 
schools. 

Article 2. Advisory Commission on School District Budget- 
ingand Accounting 

20621. There is in the slate government the Advisory 
Connnission on Sclu)ol District Budgeting and Accoufiiing.

Approval of Applications 

6499.218. Applications sliall be subject to liie approval 
of the Stale Board of Education.

CHAPTER 1023, ASSEMBLY BILL NO. 1923 
(Enacted September 14, 1970) 

The people of the State of California do enact as follows:

6499.204. The advisory committee on program and cost 
effect iveness shall develijp and recommend to the State 
Btutrd of l-ducatiiMi a methudok.'gy for evaluating the cost 
effectiveness of projects financed by Title I and IPl of the 
lilcjucnlary and Secondary Education Act of 1965, the 
iVliller-Unruh Basic Reading Act of 1965 (Chapter 5.S

CHAPTER 1220, ASSEMBLY BILL NO. 2999 
(Enacted October 21, 1971) 

The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 

Sei^tion 1, Section 161 is added to the Education Code, lo 
read: 

161. The St:ite Board of Education shall develop 
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guidelines which school districts may use in the develop- 
ment of teacher evaluation procedures pursuaiU to Article 
5.5 (commencing witli Section 13485) of Chapter 2 of 
Division I0» and .shjl! distribute such guidelines to every 
scliool district. 

CHAPTER 1600, ASSEMBLY BILL NO. 1483 
(l:nacted November 22, 1971) 

The people of the Stale of California do cjiact as follows. 

Section 1. Chap;er 1 0.1 (commencing with Section 
()96l) is added to Division 6 of the hlducation Code, to 
read : 

Chapter 10.1. Contracts For Special Educational Programs 

6961. This act may be known and cited as "Tiie 
GuaraiUced Learning .Xchicvement Act of 1971.'' 

6962. The Legislature finds and declares, as follows: 

(a) The State of California is commit ted to tlie ideal of a 
free public education for every child, consistent with his 
talents and abilities, and to this end the stale and local 
governments expend annually substantial sums of money 
on local public school districts; 

(b) The rising costs of public educ^ition in kind..garten 
and grades I through 12, inclusive, in the state, together 
with the increasing burden of property taxes fc?r .schools 
borne by residents of local school districts, when projected 
into the future, make it evident that new methods must be 
found to educate the children of the state to their fullest 
polential within the public sector, so that future projected 
educational costs might be reduced. 

On tfie basis of these findings, it is the intent and 
purpose of the Legislature in ena-'jting this chapter relating 
to experimental projects: 

1. To increase significantly the achievement levels in 
reading and mathematics of children attending California 
public schools in Jhe primary and elementary grades, as 
defined, through the xise of contracts between public school 
districts and private contractors: 

2. To provide that such contracting sliall be on the basis 
of a "performance guarantee," whereby each private 
coiUractor is reimbursed on the basis of tJie performance 
and acliievcment of each child involved in the special 
experimental program; 

3. To make the lull est use of federal funds which are or 
may become available for aid to public education in this 
stale, especially for innovative and original public school 
programs; 

4. To reinforce in public education the private enlerpriy; 
conct'pt of accountability /or resuUs, as measured by 
specific pupil achievement and mastery of basic skills, by 
holding the contractor ajid the school district directly 
respo!isible for a student's achievement and mastery of 
basic skills, or the lack thereof; 

5. To demonstrate the effectiveness of new and innova- 
tive approaches to learning, which may later be capable of 
being transferred operationally to the public school system; 

6. To reduce, consistent with quality and improved 
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sliidtMii acliicvciucnl. fuluic piDjeclcd j)ublic scIujd! cijsIs 
in lliis sUilc. 

6962.5. K is ihc furl her intcnl of the Lcjiislaturc that the 
prDgnuus authorized !)y this chapter shall be experimental 
in nature and thai the programs he conducted on a limited 
scale, wilh the results derived ihereiroin lo be analyzed lo 
detemiine the Icaslbiiity of general applicatiun of ihe 
methods of the program. 

6963. As used in fhis chapter; 

(a) "Public school district" means any public school 
district in ihis state operating any combination ot* kinder- 
garten and grades I through 12. inclusive, but does not 
include community college districts. 

(b) "I'rivale co/itractor" mean.s a/iy private individual, 
partnership, joint venture, firm, corporation, IsMcliers' 
association, or other business entity involved and doing 
business in the field of educational research, testing, 
methodology, or any other aspect of the educational 
pfograui, organized, registered, or licensed lo lawfully do 
business in the State of California, and bonded. 

(c) ^'Primary and elementary grades'' means any educa- 
tional program normally conducted by m public scluvol 
district ft^r children enrt)lled in kindergarten and grades I 
through 6, inclusive. 

(d) "Performance guarantee contract" me^ns a contract 
between a public school district and a private contractor 
pursuant lo tliis chapler wlier( in tiie reiiiibursenienl to be 
provided by the public school district to the private 
contractor is based upon tlie measurable achievement and 
mastery of basic skills of students enrolled in the special 
program, and the maintenance of that siudenl achievement 
for a period not less tlian six months after the date of the 
measurement of student acliievement first required to 
ascertain the private contractor's reimbursement. 

(e) ''Penally elaust*" means, as an integral part of every 
performance guarantee contract entered into pursuant to 
this chapter, a money penalty paid by the private contrac- 
tor to the public school district with which he has 
contracted on account of each student wlio has not reached 
the level of achievement, mastery of basic skills, and 
proficiency specified in the contract and maintained th;jt 
level of achlevenKMit and proficiency for at least sbc niontlhs 
lliereafter. 

(0 "The niementary and Secondary liducation A\Ct of 
1965" means Public Law 10 (79 Stat. 27) of the ^9th

(g) 'iZvaluation and testing procedure" means the 
method of ascertaining the beginning and ending achiev<i- 
nient, mastery of basic skills, and proficiency level in 
reading and mathematics of students enrolled in the special 
programs authorized pursuant to this chapter, which 
metbi>d shall be specifically set forth in any performance 
guarantee contract. Such evaluation and testing procedure 
shall make use of* measurement devices specifically ap- 
proved for this purpose by tlie State Board of Education on 
recommendation of ilie Superinteiidcnt of ii^ublic Insiruc* 
lion or developed by the contracting parties who have 
reached agreement on evaluation and testing procedures 
subject to the approval of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction.

6964. Ti^ participate in this experimental project, any 
public school district in this state niay. wilh the appiovnl of 
its governing board, submit to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction a propos:W ti^ enter into a performance guaran- 
tee ci)n tract wilh a private conlraclor lo provide llie special 
programs authorj/ed pursuant to this chapter. Such propo- 
sal shall propose special programs only in the fields of 
reading and mathematics. The proposal shall include a copy 
of Ihe proposed performance guarante: contract . including 
the preschool or primary grades to be enrolled in the special

6965.2. A performance guarantee contract may include 
provision for: 

(a) The use of regular teachers employed in the public 
school district in (he special program, or other special 
certificated personnel employed in the public school 
dis(ncl. 

(b) The use of special teaching machines or other unique 
(caching methodology, 

(c) The lease or sale oi" such teaching machines to the 
school district upon complctioji of the special program. 

(d) The Vv'aiver of certification qualifications for persons 
employed in the special program. 

(c) Payment for 20 percent of the work after 40 percent 
of it is performed, and payment for an additional 20 
percent of the work afilcr 60 percent of it is performed. 

Tv^-enty percent of the payment for the work performed 
shall be withheld for a period not to excec^i six months 
following tile completion of the contract services. 

(0 Certificated and re^^ular teachers employed in the 
public schools shall be uised in performance guarantee 
contracts on a voluntary basis, ^ 

(g) No certificated cn>ploycc currently employed by a 
school district sliall lose his position because of any 
personnel and machine requirements of a performance 
guarantee contract. 

(h) Any certificated employee of a school district who 
agrees (o leach pursuant to a performance guariintee 
contract shall have the right to continue his membership in 
any certificated employee otg-jiVmHUw a ■ to utili;?e the 
sei'viccs of such organization to render advice about, and to 
negotiate, provisions of his employment contract with the 
privat-e contractor. 

This ep^Jmeratioii of provisions which may be included in 
a performance guarantee contract shall not be deemed to be 
cxclu.sive. 

6965.5. No later than 90 days following the completion 
of a special program authorized by virtue of an approved 
performance guarantee contrt^ct, the public school district 
contracting for the program shall submit to the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction a report and evaluation of the 
success or failure of the program in terms of the numbers of 
enrollees successfully completing the program.

6965.7, The special programs authorized pursuant \o 
this chapter shall be entered into on a purely vohmtary 
basis by public school districts in the state. 

6965.9. Parficipalion in the program autiiori/ed by thi.s 
chapter is experimental in nature. In reviewing proposals 
and pn)po.sed contracts .submitted by public school districts 
pursuant lo this chapter, the* Superinlendeni of Public 
Instruction shall select for approval special progran'is 
conducted in five public school districts, each of which 
shall have one of the following general characterii tics: 

(a) A district located in a densely populated urban area, 
with higher than average rates of unen^ployment, welfare 
dependcficy, lower than ;iverage scores on statewide pupil 
achievement tests, and similar characteristics. 

(b) A district located in a suburban conuuunity. 

(c) A district located in a rural, agricultural area, or in a 
city or town surrounded largely by a rural, agricultural area. 

(d) A ■ district ranking among the largest 20 school 
districts, in terms of pupil enrollment, in the state. 

(c) A district enrolling not more than .S,000 pupil.> in all 
grades operated by the district. 

In no event shall more than one-fourth of the federal 
funds which may be available pursuant to this chapter be 
allocated for proje';ts and contracts submitted by a public 
school district. 

6966. No later than April 1 of each year the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction shall submit to the As.senibly, the 
Senate, the Governor and the State Board of Education a 
comprehensive report summarizing the special programs 
which have been conducted in the last full year pursuant to 
this chapter, their effectiveness or lack thereof in improving 
the achievement levels of students enrolled, their cost in 
comparison with comparable public school costs for pro- 
grams in the same subjects at the same grade levels, the 
total cost of all special programs approved, and any 
recommendations for future legislative or executive changes 
which iiiight be made in the programs or the statutes. 

6966.5. In undertaking his responsibilities and duties 
pursuant to this chapter the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction may recommend to the State Board of Educa- 
tion, and the State Board of Education may allocate funds 
received or allocable to California pursuant to the Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Fducation Act of 1965 for the 
purposes of special programs authorized by this chapter. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction jjiall also allow 
to those school districts the state funds appropriated for 
expenditure pursuant to this chapter or funds available 
pursuant to the Miller-Unruh Basic I^eading Act of 1965

djvisioi;). Funds appropriated for expenditure under the

Sec. 3. Any public school district participating in this 
program shall continue to receive all state aid to which it 
would otherwise be entitled and the average daily atten- 
dance shall Include pupils enrolled in special programs 
established by this act. 
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77/6' Coh>rail{) Gt'ncra} Assembly passed an Hducational 
Acanaitahility Act on June 7 in liic 1^)71 legislative 
sessi<m. This Act was funded in (he ainouni of $40,000 in 
fiscal year 1972 and has been funded f)r another $40,000 
f>r fiscal year 1973. The contents of the Act are given 
below: 

ARTICLE 4 1 , EDUCATIONAL ACCOUNTABILITY 

123-41-1, Short title. Tliis article shall be known and may 
be cited as the ''Educational Accountability Act of 1971." 

123-41-2, l-egislative declaration, (1) The general assembly 
hereby declares that the purpose of this article is to 
institute an accountability progvam to define and measure 
quality in education, and thus to help the public schools of 
Colorado lo achieve such quidity and to expand the life 
opportuniiies and options of tlie students of this state; 
further to provide to local .- jhool boards assistance in 
helping their school patrons to determine tlie relative value 
of their school program as compared to its cost. 

(2) (a) Tlie general assembly further declares that the 
educational accountability program developed under this 
article sliould be designed to measure objectively the 
adequacy and efficiency of tJie educational programs 
offered by the public schools. The program should begin by 
developi^ig broad goals and specific performance objectives 
for the educational process and by identifying the activities 
of schools wliich can advance students toward these goals 
and objectives. The program sliouid tlien develop a means 
for evaluating the achievements and performance of stu- 
dents. It is the belief of the general assembly that in 
developing the evaluation mechanism, the following ap- 
proaches, as a minimum, should be explored: 

fb) Means for determining whether decisions affecting 
llie educational proee'js are advancing or impeding student 
achievement ; 

(c) Appropriate testing procedures to provide relevant 
comparative data at least in tlie fields of reading, language 
skills and mathematical skills; 

(d) The role of the department of education in assisting 
school districts to strengthen their educational programs; 

(e) Reporting to students, parents, boards of education, 
educators, and the general public on the educational 
performance of the public schools and providing data for 
the appraisal of such performance; and 

(0 Provision of ir.lormation which could help school 
districts lo increase their efficiency in using available 
financial resources. 

123-41-3, State board of education-duties, (1) (a) The 
state board of education shall develop a state accountability 
program, will eh: 

(b) Describes and provides for implementation of a 
procedure for the continuous examination and improve- 
ment of the goals for education in this state. 

(c) identifies performance objectives which will lead 



directly (o the achievement of the .stated goals. 

(d) Adopts a procedure for determinhig the extent to 
which local school districts accomplish their performance 
objectives. Evaluation instruments, including appropriate 
tests, shall be developed under the authority of this article 
to provide the evaluation required, but standardized tests 
shall not be the sole means developed to provide such 
evaluation, 

(e) Recommends a procedure and timetable for the 
establishment of local accountability programs. 

(2) The state board of education shall adopt rules and 
regulations for the implementation of thii* article, 

(3) (a) There is hereby created an advisory committee to 
the state board of education, which shall consist of 
seventeen members to be selected in the manner and for the 
terms provided in this subsection (3). The advisory com- 
mittee shall assist the state board of education in per- 
forming its duties under this article. 

(b) (i) Three of the members of the advisory committee 
shall be appointed by the speaker of tlu^ house of 
representatives, of which no more than two shall be from 
each of the major political parties; and two of the members 
of the advisory committee shall be appointed by the 
president of the senate, one from each of the major 
political parties, 

(ii) Five members of the advisory committee shall be 
appointed by the governor from among those persons who 
are currently serving or have served as members of boards 
of education in this state. 

(iii) Severi members of the advisory committee shall be 
appointed by the state board of education, three of which 
shall be classroom teachers and three of which shall be 
public school administrators, 

(4) The terms of office of members of the advisory 
committee shall be three years; except that of the member? 
appointed under subsection (3) (b) (i) to take office on 
July 1 , 1971 , two members shall be appointed for one-year 
terms, two members shall be appointed for two-year terms, 
and one member shall be appointed for a three-year term; 
of the members appointed under subsection (3) (b) (ii) to 
take office on July 1, 1971, two members shall be 
appointed for one-year terms, one member shall be ap- 
pointed for a two-year term, and two members shall be 
appointed for three-year terms; and of the members 
appointed under subsection (3) (b) (iii) to take office on 
July 1, 1971, two members shall be appointed for a 
one-year term, two members shall be appointed for 
two-year terms, and three members shall be appointed for 
three-year terms. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment, 
in the same manner as original appointments^ for the 
unexpired term. 

(5) The advisory committee shall elect a chairman from 
among its members. The members of the advisory commit- 
tee shall receive no compensation for their services on the 
committee but shall be reimbursed for their actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their 
duties on the committee.

The report shall also contain an evaluation of 
educaiioj]al decisions made during the previou.s year which 
have affected .scliool services and processes. 

(3) The state board of education shall assist local boards 
of education in tlie preparation of the district goals and 
objeetives and the procedures for measuring school district 
performance in reaching those goals and objectives. 

123-41-5. Reports. Not later than March 1, 1972, and each 
year thereafter, the .state board of education shall transmit 
to tiic general assembly a report of its activities in 
developing and administering the educational account- 
abiJily program, including the progress of the state and 
local school districts toward the achievement of their 
respective goals and objectives. The state board of educa- 
tion shall also recommend any legislation wliich it deems 
necessary for the improvement of educational quality in 
thi.s state. 

Section 2. Effective date. This act shall take effect July I, 
1971. 

Section 3. Appropriation. In addition to any other appro- 
priation, there is hereby appropriated out cf any moneys in 
(lie state treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1971, to the department of 
education, the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000), or 
so much thereof as may be necessary for the administration 
and implementation of this act.

123-42-2. Legi^slative declaration. It is the purpose of this 
article. to develop for the public schools a budget format 
wl^cli will present educational programs in terms of pupil 
achievement and relate these programs to expenditures, 

123-42-3. Development of manual. (I) The department of 
education shall contract with a nationally recognized firm 
having experience and expertise in developing PPBES for 
public schools for the preparation draft of a manual 
containing definitions and directions necessary for estab- 
lishing a state-wide program accounting system. 

(2) The department of education, with expert assistance, 
shall prepare a final draft of the manual and shall send at 
least jne copy thereof to each school district in the state no 
later than July 1, 1972, 

123-42-4. Establishment of system by school districts. No 
later than July 1, 1973, eacli school district in this state 
shall establish and maintain its program accounting system 
pursuant to the manual prescribed in section 123-42-3. 

123-42-5. Penalties. Any school district in this state which 
doe>s not establish and maintain its program accounting 
system as required by section 123-42-4, shall forfeit and 
shall not be paid an amount equal to ten percent of the 



amount it otherwise would receive during the ensuing 
calendar year pursuant to the "Public School Foundation 
Act of 1969" 

123-42-6. Reports. Each school district of this state shall 
report to thj state board of education no later than January 
1 and July 1 of each year following the institution of such 
system concerning its e;Kperience with such system during 
tlie previous six months. 



12342-7. Administration. This article shall bo administered 
by the state board of education. The slate board of 
education shaii liave the autiiority to adopt reasonable rules 
and regulations for the administration of the article. 

Section 3. Appropriation. In addition to any other appro- 
priation, there is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in 
the state treasury not otiierwise appropriated, to the 
department of education, the sum of forty thousand dollars 
(540,000), for the fiscal year beginning July i, 197), in 
order to carr>' out the purposes of this act. 



NOTE: After this report had been sent to the printer, 
we were apprised that the PPBES Act quoted above had 
been repealed by the Financial Procedures Act enacted 
in 1973, The new Act will be quoted in the next 
revision of this report. 
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Connect icKt's General Assembly passed a number of 
Ads relating to evaluation of educational programs during 
the 1971 session. Some of tlie Acts are presented below, 
starting with Public Act No. 665, which requests an 
evaluation and assessment procedure to measure educa- 
tional programs of the school districts. Following this Act 
are Jive Acts concerned with the evaluation of vocational 
and occufjational education programs, programs for the 
disadvantaged, st)ecial education programs, federal educa- 
tion programs, and innovative programs. 

A section of the report of the Governor's Co ni mission on 
Services and Expenditures was sent to the State Educa- 
tional Accountability Repository by Connecticut. The 
section is titled Education, and among the many recom- 
mendations are those winch ask for a reorganization of the 
Department of Education; the installation of a system for 
evaluating, projecting, and monitoring financial aspects of 
federal and state grant programs for education: immediate 
steps to improve management control, service, and cost 
effectiveness in the Department of Education: and the 
expanded use of data processing. Estimated costs to carry 
out these recommendations are provided in the report. 
Copies of the document can be distributed upon request. 

Another bill has been passed by the Connecticut State 
Legislature in the 1972 session, and this bill was passed over 
the Governor's veto. Substitute House Bill No. 537} 
establishes a Legislative Program Review Committee which 
is a permanent "Standing Committee composed of legislative 
members from both the Senate and House. This Committee 
shall meet as often as it may be necessary to examine state 
agency programs and their administration to determine 
whether they are effective, efficient, serve their intended 
purposes, or require modification or elimination. There is a 
legislative management group in the Connecticut State 
Legislature which has funds of its own. This newly- 
established Committee will be able to draw from these 
funds and also from the budget of the Legislature. The bill 
is quoted following the aforementioned Acts.

SUBSTITUTE HOUSE BILL NO. 537 1 
(passed over Governor's veto, 1972) 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened: 

Section 1. There is hereby created a legislative program 
review conmiittee which shall be a permanent standing 
commttlee of the general assembly, consisting of six 
members of the senate, three appointed by tlie president 
prt) tempore and three appointed by the minority leader, 
and six members of the house of representatives, three 
appointed by the speaker of the house and three appointed 
by the majority leader. At least one appointment by each 
appointing au;Mority shall be of a member from the joint 
standi'!^ ooniimltee on appropriations and at least one shall 
be of a member from tlie legislative committee having 
jurisdiction over government administration and policy. 
Members shall serve for a term of two years from date of 
appointment. The appointments shall be made at the 
beginning of each regular .session of the general assembly in 
the odd-numbered year; except that initial appointment to 
said committee shall be made within thirty days after July 
1. 1972, and shall be for a term not to exceed seven 
months. The terms of all members appointed to the 
committee shall end with the termination of each member's 
term or holding of office, whichever occurs first. Vacancies 
shall be filled in the sam6 manner as the original appoint- 
ments. The commitcee shall *^lect co-chairman and such 
other officers as it may deem necessary from among its 
membership. A majority of the membership shall constitute 
a quorum and all actions of the committee shall require the 
affirmative vote of a majority of the full committee 
membership. 

Section 2. As used in thin act *'program review" means 
an examination of state government programs and their 
administration to ascertain whether such programs are 
effective, continue to serve their ititended purposes, are 
conducted in an efficient and effective manner, or require 
modification or elimination. 

Section 3. The legislative program review committee 
shall meet as often as may be necessary, during legislative 
sessions and during the periods between sessions, to 
perform its duties and functions. 

Section 4. The legislative program review committee 
shall: (!) Direct its staff and other legislative staff available 
to the committee to conduct program reviews to assist the 
general assembly in (he proper discharge of its duties; (2) 
establish policies and procedures regarding the ptinting. 



reproduction, and distribution of its reports: (3) review 
staff reports submitted to the conmiittee and, when 
necessary, confer with represeiituiives ot" the state depart* 
ments and agencies reviewed in order to obtain full and 
complete information in regard to programs, other activi- 
ties, and operations of the state, and moy request and shall 
receive iVoni all public officers, departments, agencies and 
authorities, of the state and its political sub-divisions, such 
assistance and data as will enable the conimittee to fulfill its 
duties. The conunittee shall act on staff reports and, in its 
report, recommend sucli legislation as may be necessary to 
modify current operations and agency practices; (4) con- 
sider and act on requests by legislators, legislative commit- 
tees, elected officials of state governme/!t. and state 
department and agency heads for program reviews. The 
request shall be submitted in writing to the program review 
committee and shall state reasons to support the request. 
Tlie decision of tlie conunittee to grant or deny such a 
request sliall be final; (5) retain, within available appropria- 
tions, the services of consultants, technical assistants, 
research and other personnel necessary to assist in the 
conduct of program reviews. 

Section 5. In any instance in which a program review 
cites inadequate operating or administrative system controls 
or procedures, inaccuracies, waste, extravagance, un- 
authorized or unintended activities or programs, or other 
deficiencies, the l^ead of the state department or agency or 
the appropriate program officer or official to which the 
report pertained shall take the necessary corrective actions 
and when the committee deems the action taken to be not 
suitable, the committee shall report the matter to the 
general assembly together with its recommendations. 

Section 6, The legislative program review committee 
may, at any time, take under study any matter within the 
scope of a completed or partially completed staff report 
then being conducted or may at its discretion study and 
consider any matter relative to program activities of state 
departments and agencies. 

Section 7. The legislative program review committee 
shall report annually to the general assembly on or before 
February fifteenth and may, from time to time, make 
additional reports. 

Section 8. This act shall take effect July 1 , 1972. 

Since H.B, No, 337] was passed, the Legislative Program 
Review Committee has examined the educational programs 
in general terms and will be working specifically in 
vocational education and special education first, A report 
from the committee involving these two areas may be ready 
by late J 974, 

Connecticut passed Public Act No, 204 in 1972, a bill 
that amended its state certification act to provide for 
internships in certifiable positions and the evaluation of 
their performance before further certification. Part of this 
Act is quoted below:

PUBLIC ACT NO. 204 
(Enacted May 19, \912) 

An act concerning state certificates to leach or supervise. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened: 

Section 1. As used in this act (a) ^'equivalency'* means 
qualifications reasonably comparable to those specificaUy 
listed as required for certification, (b) "alternate'' means 
qualifying for certification in a manner other than the 
completion of an approved program of teacher education, 
{c) **internship" means an initial period of not less a 
year, during which the applicant for a certified position 
performs tlie duties of that position under supervision, 
training and evnluation, Satisfactory performance as an 
intern shall be required before further cerlificalit^ns may be

The state board of education and the 
commission for higlier education in consultatioji with the 
commissioner of mental nealth shall develop educational 
programs for the training of teachers, administrators, and 
guidance personnel with reference to the effects of nicotine;

PUBLIC ACT NO. 115 
(Enacted April 28, 1972) 

AN ACT CONCERNING fHE ESTABLISH\«ENT OF A 
STATE PLAN FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION. 
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened: 

Section 1,. The state board of education, utilizing present 
personnel only, shall make and keep current a five-year plan 
for the implementation of the special education policy set 
forth in sections 10-7(>a to l()-76h, inclusive, ai^d othei 
pertinent sections of the 1^)7! supplement to the generiil 
statutes. The plan shall include; (I) A census of children 
requiring special education in the state, showing the total 
number of such children and the geographic distribution of 
such children as a whole;(2) an inventiyry of personnel and 
facilities av:uilable to provide instruction and other pro- 
grams and services to children nequiring special education: 
(3) an analysis of the present distribution of responsibility

with the special education law and to implement the 
various compijnents of the plan required by this act; (5) a 
program foi the recruitment, pr^eparation and inservice 
training of professionals and parapiofessionals araJ sup- 
portive personnel in special education and allied fields, 
including participation by institutions of higher education, 
state and local agencies, and other appropriate public and 
private organizations; (6) procedures for iderttification, 
screening and diagnosis of children requiring special educa- 
tion and determination of the criteria for determining how 
such children are to be educated; (7) standards for the 
education in town and regional programs and in the state 
institutions to be received by children requiring special 
education; (8) a program for the development, acquisition, 
construction and maintenance of classrooms, resource 
rooms and other facilities needed to implement fully the 
provisions of the special education law; (9) a policy on the 
roles o( private schools and regional programs -^nd services 
for children requiring special education; ( 10) a delineation 
o** the roles of program personnel and the relationship of 
special education to the total education program: and (11) 
an analysis of the present formula and levels and patterns of 
financial support for .special education and recommenda- 
tions to insure the maximum use of funds to meet the 
educational needs of children requiring special education. 

Sec. 2. The development of the state plan shall include 
the participation of representatives of state agencies and 
institutions, public and private colleges and universities, 
professional and parent groups and oigani/alions, loca! 
school boards and other local government and civic 
oiganij!ations and the general public. 

Sec. 3. The complete state plan shall be submitted to the 
governor and the joint standing committee on education of 
the general assembly not later than December 1 , 1^)1^.

The State of Hawaii passed legislation in June, 1970, 
niandatinfi a PPBS system. The /mv /;/// is Aet No, ISS 
entitled "The t'xeciuivc Budget Aet." The task to fornuh 
late the new system was assif^ned to a le}iislative eommittee 
called the Joint Interim Committee on Budget Fonnat and 
Review, The Conum'Uee developed a }iew fonnat through 
which budfietifi,i(. planniuf. and program perfnmance in- 
fornjation would be reported: it recommended the 
essentials of a system to mpport the format: and it 
protn)sed legislation to formalize the entire system, Princi- 
pal features of the }}ew system are described in a coi?unittee 
report directed to the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. The main features arc reproduced here, but the entire 
C(i:nnuttec report and the contents of the Aet are too 
lengthy to repeat in this document, ht add if ion to the 
prin-.itml features, sections of the eonunit tee report include 
a comparison of the current system \^ith the new .syste/n, 
clarification of particulars in the hill which were misunder- 
stood at hearings, guidelines Jbr implementation, and an 
i/nplementation time schedule. 

All of the following features are fully described and 
discussed in detail in the bill, xeroxed copies of which can 
he Jonvarded upon request J'roni SEAR. The bill also 
provides the general principles by which the system .shall be 
governed, and the responsibilities of the governor, the 
legislature, the department of budget and finance, and of 
the .state agencies.

• The orderly estabiishmeru, c{)ntiruiing roview and 
periodic revision of li^e Stale program and financial policies 
and objectives. 

• Tlie development, coordination and review of long- 
range program ,and fi/hinci-ul plans lhal will itnpicnient 
established Sla(e objectives and policies. 



• The preparation, coordination and aiialysis. and enact- 
ment of a budget organized to focus on State programs and 
their t'ull costs. 

• The evaluation of alternatives to existing objectives, 
policies, plans and procedures that ofter potential for mo\e 
efficient and effective use of the State resources. 

• The regular appraisal and reporting of program per- 
formance. 

There are three formal products of the .systcffi which are 
to he sub} nit ted to the legislature for the exercise of its 
decision-making and review responsibilities: (I) The Si.x- 
Year Program and Ftnancial Plan: (2 J 77 w lixecntive 
Budget: and (3) 77ie Variance Report.

14) A sun^mary of State receipts and revenues in the last 
completed fiscal year, a revised estimate for the fiscal year 
in progress, and an estimate for the succeeding bieniiium. 

• The Variance Report, to be submitted annually, shall 
identify and explain variances in actual program per- 
formance from planned program performance. 
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Senate Bill Nck J54S was introduced and enacted in 
1^)72, It is directed to the local school district level and is 
called the School District Educational Effectiveness and 
fiscal Efficiency Act. It provides for the development of 
systctns to determine the educational effectiveness and 
fiscal efficiency of school districts in the state. School 
district participation is voluntary and those applicant 
distri. :s that are selected by the State Superintendent and 
the Director of the Bureau of Budget will be awarded grants 
to help defray costs incurred. An approprfatioti of 
$500,000 has been included in the bill for these grants and 
for administrative costs of the state ofjlce necessary to 
imf)Iement the Act. The bill is reproduced below: 

SENATE BILL NO. 1548 

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly: . . . 

Section O.I. Title. This Act sJiall be know :js the "School 
District Hducatiuiial Iifrcctiveness and F'iscal Hrficicncy 
Act." 

Section I, Purpose. The General Assembly, wit!i a view 
toward securing the maximum effective use of hmited tax 
revenues available for education and the need for continued 
improvement of the financial planning, management and 
control systems of school districts, and recognizing that 
successful techniques of budgeting and accounting sliould 
be made available to school districts, hereby provides en- 
couragement and assistance to school districts to permit 
continuous development and improvement of the educa- 
tional effectiveness and fiscal efficiency of present financial 
planning, management and control .systems. 

Section 2. Development of systems. Iiach school district 
which successfully applies for a grant shall develop a system 
of financial planning, management and control. Such a 
system shall include the establishment, with maximum 
community, school board, staff and administration partici- 
pation, of measurable goals and objectives for education 
within the district. To assist in the achievement of these 
goals and objectives, the system shall also provide for and 
facilitate the planning and coordination of district financial 
policy; effective budget preparation and control; the design 
and implementation of improved accounting and financial 
rc^porting systems; and the continued analysis of programs 
and procedures. 

No more than one school year after receipt of a grant 
the school district shall begin implementation of an 
educational effectiveness and fiscal efficiency system. At 



that time and annually for two years thereafter an 
evaluation of the system shall be conducted and an annual 
report shall be made to the citizens of the district and to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. Such reports shall 
include, but need not be limited to, the progress made in 
establishing the educational effectiveness and fiscal 
efficiency system, an analysis of the results indicated by 
operation of the system and a description of activity 
planned to correct tht problems revealed by the system. 
Each annual report shall also include a review of the goals 
and objectives for the past year and any new goals and 
objectives adopted for subsequent years. 

Where a school district receives a grant and operates one 
or more of its educational programs in cooperation with 
other school districts, they shall jointly develop and 
implement systems for determining the educational 
effectiveness and fiscal efficiency of that program or 
programs in accordance with the foregoing provisions. 

Section 3. Awarding of grants. Applications for grants 
shall be made annually to the Office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instiuction on forms provided by that office. The 
Superintendent and the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget shall select applicants to receive grafts and .shall, 
insofar as possible, distribute grants to elementary, 
secondary and unit districts of diverse size and representa- 
tive of every region of the State. Preference will be given to 
districts that have committed or are planning to commit 
additional local funds toward the development of such a 
system. 

In determining the amount of each grant, the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction and the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budyet shall give consideration to the size of 
the district and the extent to which the district has 
previously instituted procedures similar to those described 
in this Act. 

Section 4. Reports. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall, in cooperation with school districts 
participating under this Act, report annually to the General 
A.ssembly, the School Problems Commission and the 
Governor on the progress made in implementing this Act. 

Section 5. Rules and Regulations. The Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in consultation wi*.a the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget shall adopt sue ■ rules and regulations 
necessary to implement this Act. 

Section 6. An appropriation of $500,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is made to the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for the purpose of administering and 
implementing this Act. 

Section 7. This Act shall take effect July 1 , 1 972.

The Commission shall complete the analysis (.)f 
sucli a system of programmed budgeting on or before July 
J, 1976. After such date, the Commission shall establish a 
program of instruction for all local system administrators 
and other personnel who sliould be involved including local 
school budgetary officers so that the analysis and instruc- 
tion program will be completed on or before July I, 1977, 

Sec. 5. All public school governing bodies in the state 
without exception shall adopt und fully and accurately 
implement the budgetary system established pursuant to 
this chapter whenever the general commission so de- 
termines after receipt of a rcconunendalion of readiness 
from the consulting firm, but no later llian July I, 1977 in 
any event. Failure of any such system to adopt and fully 
and accurately implement such budgetary system shall 
constitute a violation of stale Jaw and the Commission shall 
immediately move to lake such action as it deems appro- 
priate.

A statute provkling for ilic evaluation of teachers and 
other school employees in Kansas was antended hy the 
1 07 J State Leji^i slat lire. TJw. bill is reproduced below in its 
entirety: 

HOUSE BILL NO. 1042 
(Enacted in July, 1973) 

AN ACT conceruiug education in public and nonpublic 
elementary and secondary schools; providing for evaluation 
of teachers and other school employees. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. H is hereby declared that the lejL»islative intent 
of this act is to provide for a systematic method for 
miprovement of school personnel in their jobs and to 
improve the educational system of this state. 

Sec. 2. As used in this act, unless the context otherwise 
requires; 

(a) "Board'' means the board of education of a school 
district and the governing authority ol' any nonpublic 
school offering any of grades kindergarten to 12 in 
accredited schools. 

(b) '*State board" means the state board of education. 

(c) "Employees" means all certificated and noncertifi- 
cated employees of school districts and similar employees 
of nonpublic schools. 

(d) "School year" means the period from July 1 to June 
30. 

(e) "Accredited" means accredited by the state board, 
whether the accreditation applies to a single school, to all 
of the schools of a school district or to one or more 
nonpublic schools. 

Sec. 3. Prior to January 15, 1974, every board shall 
adopt a bona fide written policy of personnel evaluation 
procedure in accordance with this act and file the same 
with the state board. Every policy so adopted shall: 

(a) Be prescribed in writing at the time of original 
adoption and at all times thereafter when amendments 
thereto are adopted. The original policy and all amend- 
ments thereto shall be promptly filed with the state board. 

(b) Include evaluation procedures applicable to all 
employees. 

(c) Provide that all evaluations are to be made in writing 
aiid that evaluation documents and responses thereto are to 
be maintained in a personnel file for each employee for a 
period of not less than three (3) years from the date each 
evaluation is made. 

(d) Provide that commencing not later than the 
1974-1975 school year, every employee in the first two (2) 
consecutive years of his employment shall be evaluated at 
least two (2) times per year, and that every employee 



during the third and fourth years of his employment shall 
be evaluated at least one (1 ) time each yeaiMind that after 
the fourth year of nis employment every employee shall be 
evaluated at least once in every three (3) years. 

Sec. 4. Evaluation policies adopted under section 3 of 
this ad should meet the following guidelines or criteria: 

(a) Consideration sl\ould be given to the following 
personal qualities and attributes: Efficiency, personal 
qualities, professional deportment, abiliiy, hcaUh (boiU 
physical and mental), result:, and performance, iricluding in 
the case of teachers the capacity to maintain control of 
students, and such other matters as may be deemed 
relevant. 

(b) Community attitudes toward, support for and 
expectations with regard to educational programs should be 
reflected. 

(c) The original policy and amendments thereto should 
be developed by the board in cooperation with the persons 
responsible for making evaluations and the persons who are 
to be evaluated, and, to the extent practicable, considera- 
tion should be given to comment and suggestions from 
other community interests, 

(d) Primary responsibility for making evaluations should 
rest upon administrative staff. 

(e) Persons to be evaluated should participate in their 
evaluations, including an opportunity for self evaluation. 

Sec. 5. Whenever any evaluation is made of an employee, 
the written document thereof shall be presented to the 
employee, and the employee shall acknowledge such 
presentation by his signature thereon. At any time not later 
than two (2) weeks after such presentation, the employee 
may respond thereto in writing. Except by order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction, evaluation documents and 
responses thereto shall be available only to the evaluated 
employee, the board, the administrative staff making the 
same, the state board of education as provided in K.S.A. 
72-7515, the members of the board of education, the 
administrative staff of any school to which such employee 
applies for employment, and other persons specified by the 
employee in writing to his board. 

Sec. 6. Upon request of any board, the state board shall 
provide for assistance in the preparation of original policies 
of personnel evaluation or amendments thereto. In the 
event that any board has failed to file an adopted bona fide 
policy as provided by this act on or before January 15, 
1974, or il' any board fails to file any adupted amendment 
to such original policy within a rea.sonable time after 
adoption thereof, the state board may apply penalties as 
prescribed by rules and regulations applicable to accredita- 
tion of schools. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after July 1, 1973, and its publication in the statute 
book.

Article 77, tS. 2SA, reproduced below, \\?as passed in the 
1972 legislative session of the Maryland State Legislature. 
The bill provides for a program of educational account- 
ability for the public schools of Maryland. Members of the 
State Department of Education worked with legislators on 
this hilL AUIiough the hill was to take effect July /, 1972, 
funding was not provided untiiJuly I, 1973. 

ARTICLE 77, SECTION 28A 
(Senate Bill No. 166) 

The purposes of (his Act are io provide for (he 
establishment of educational accountability in the public 
education system of Maryland, to assure thai educational 
programs operated in the public schools of Maryland lead 
to the altaiziment of established objectives for education, to 
provide information for accurate analysis of the costs 
associated with public education programs, and to provide 
information for an analysis of the differential effectiveness 
of instructional programs . . , . 

(a) Education accountability program. The State Board 
of liducation and State Superintendent of Schools, each 
Board of Education and every school system, and every 
school, shall implement a program of education account- 
ability for the operation and management of the public 
schools, which shall include the following: 

(1) The State Board of Education and the State 
Superintendent of Schools shall assist each local school 
board and school system in developing and implementing 
educational goals and objectives for subject areas including, 
but not limited to, reading, writing and mathematics. 

(2) Eiich school, with the assistance of its local board of 
education and school system, shall survey the current status 
of student achievement in reading, language, mathematics, 
and other areas in order to assess its needs. 

(3) Each school shall establish as the basis of its 



assessment project goals and objectives which arc in keeping 
with the goals and objectives established by its board of 
education and the State Board of Education. 

(4) Each school, with the assistance of its local board of 
education, the State Board of Education and the State 
Superintendent of Schools, shall develop programs for 
meeting its needs on the basis of priorities which it shall set. 

(5) Evaluation programs shall concurrently be developed 
to determine if the goals and objectives are being met. 

(6) Re-evaluation of programs, goals and objectives shull 
be regularly undertaken. 

(b) The State Department of Education shall assist the 
local boards of education in establishing this program by 
providing guidelines for development and implementation 
of the program by the local boards, and by providing 
assistance and coordination where needed and requested by 
those boards. 

(c) Beginning on July I, 1973, the State Board of 
Education, upon recommendation of the State Superinten- 
dent of Schools, shall include in its annual budget request 
such funds as it deems necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 

(d) During January, 1975, and each January thereafter, 
the State Superintendent of Schools shall transmit to the 
Governor and to the General Assembly a report which 
includes, but is not limited to, documentation indicating 
the progress of the State Department of Education, the 
local boards of education and each school in the State 
toward the achievement of their respective goals and 
objectives and recommendations for legislation which the 
State Board of Education and the State Superintendent of 
Schools deem necessary for the improvement of the quality 
of education in Maryland. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that this Act shall lake 
effect July 1, 1972. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 



Although legislation passed by the Massachusetts 
General Assembly in J 965 was not an aeeountability act, it 
required assessment of the schools, and implementation of 
the Act has included components of accountability. This is 
the Willis-Jhrrington A ct. Chapter 5 72 of the A cts of 1 965. 
The Act is some 500 pages long and the Department of 
Education is out of copies. Among the charges given the 
Department of hducation in the Act is i)nc which specifi- 
cally requests the Commissioner to assess the conditions 
and efficiency of public and others schools '.hroughout the 
Commonwealth, It is felt by the Department that this 
responsibihty, while including descriptive and fiscal data, 



places major emphasis on the Department to report pupil 
achievcfficn! in terms of definable goals and learning 
objectives. This passage is contained in a report published 
by the Department of Iiducation in the Full of 1970 
entitled, Massachusetts Board of Education Priorities for 
1971, The Results Approach to Education and Educational 
Imperatives, The Willis-Hamngton legislation also created 
the Massachusetts Advisory Council on hducation, an 
independent research agency that is to conduct studies of 
the educational system and "recommend policies designed 
to improve the performance of all public education systems 
in the Commonwealth. " 
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Aci j\<K M}7 enacted in J9f}9 was initialed by the State 
Department of Education and authorized a statewide 
educational assessment program, Public Act No. 
enacted in 1^)70, was introduced by the Governor and 
inandutcd a nu>re comprehensive assesstnent pri>gram for 
Michiiian. Both Acts an' quoted beh)w: 

SECTION 14, PUBLIC ACT NO. 307 
(EnacJed in August, 1969) 

Sec. 14.Thcdcpartinejn Dfeducalion shall begin to plan 
and develop a state program Tor the purpose ol' conducting 
a periodic and comprehensive assessment of educational 
progress. Such pAan shall include procedures for the 
objective measurement of instructional outcomes among 
the elementary and .secondary school students pursuing the 
various suhjecis and courses tliat commonly comprise 
school curricula.

HOUSE BILL NO. 47S 

Section 8. The state department of education shall develop 
a comprehensive system for providing educational manage- 
ment information and accountabiJiJy capabilities. The 
system shall be designed for eventual implementation on a 
state-wide basis and shall ulilae the technology of (he 
computer and related systems concepts. Developmental 
work by' the departmc/i( shall utilize pilot school districts 
and shall strive, with regard to all public and nonpublic 
elementary and secondary schools in the state, to ( 1) define 
those measurable objectives for which each facet and level 
of public educatioQ is to be held accountable; (2) identii^ 
pertinenl data elements and devise methods and systems for

The department may employ additional personnel and 
may contract with such experts and consultants as it deems 
necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this 
section. The department shali submit to the general 
assembly on or before June 30. 1972, a report on its 
progress in meeting the goals of the accountability program 
as herein expressed. It shall submit a final, complete 
program and report to the general assembly on or before 
June 30, 1973 along with recommendations for complete 
implementation and maintenance of an ongoing educational 
management information ar^d accountabiUty system.

The Oklahoma stale le^hlature adapted a conciarent 
Restdulion in 1973. Aceordinji^ lo conespaudeuce from ihc 
Dcpannieni of Ixiueation, if was aeled upon by the State 
liaard of luiuration in March J97J, niakin^^ account ahiUty 
a part of the existing School Code laws ofi school 
accrvditathin. This is a state system of local accountahility, 
not a statewide assessment program.

I'JfJectivc July /, 1971, the Oregon State Legislature 
enacted into law ^Senate Bill No. 131 relating to teacher 
tenure. Sections No, I and 5 in the hill are new sections 
that request an annual evaluation of performance for each 
teacher employed by a district with more than 500 
students, 

SENATE BILL NO. 131 
(Effective July 1,1971) 

Section 1. In order to allow ilic i^chool districls of llic 
slalc 10 lake lull advanJagc ol' various professional skills and 
disciplines not directly developed through leaching 
experience or profe.ssional education for which teaching 
experience is z prerequisite, it is tlie puhlic policy of the 
State of Oregon that the state board, in estHblishing 
professional requirements and experience under ORS 
342.140, sliall consider profe.ssional skills, education and 
experience not directly related lo, nor contingent upon, 
teaching experience or training as a classroom teacher. . . . 

Section 5. (!) The district superintendent of every 
common and union high school district having an average 
daily membership . . . of more than 500 students in the 
district shall cause to have made at least annually an 
evaluation of performance for eacli teacher employed by 
the district in order to allow the teacher and the district to 
measure tlie teacher's development and growtli in the 
teaching profession, A form shall be pre.scribed by the State 
Board of Bducalion and completed pursuant to rules 
iidopled by the district school board, The persons oi 



persons making the evaluations must hold leaching certifi- 
cates. The evaluation shall be signed by the school official 
who supervises the teacher and by the teacher, A copy of 
the evaluation shall be delivered to the teacher. 

(2) The annual evaluation reports shall be maintained in 
the personnel files of the district. 

(3) The annual evaluation report shall be placed in the 
teacher's personnel file only after reasonable no lice lo the 
teacher. Any explanation relating to Ihe evaluation wliich 
the teacher desires to make shall be placed in Ihe personnel 
file. 

(4) The persoimel file shall be open for inspection by 
such teacher but shall be open to sucli oiher persons as are 
officially designated by the board or by the teacher, in 
accordance with such rules and regulations as the board 
shall adopt. 

It should be noted here without reproducing the bill that 
Oregon *s State Legislature enacted House Bill 2127 in June, 
1973, which trahsj'crs the authority to issue teaching 
certificates from the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
to the Teacher Standards and Practices Commission, This 
Commission has been operating for the past four years, hut 
the bill give statutory authority to the Commissioii, It does 
not alter the provisions of Senate Bill No. 1 3 1 given above, 
but places teacher standards and certification in the hands 
of the teachers. The trend in Oregon lias been toward 
performance-based teacher certification, and although this 
factor is not spelled out in the bill, it is possible that the 
statutory Commission will continue the trend. 
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PENNSYLVANIA 



The School District Reorganization Act of 1963 was 
enacted by the Pennsylvania State Legislature, and was the 
basis for the Pennsyhwiia Plan for the Assessment of 
Educational Quality. This Plan has been funded through the 
years, hut not in the amount requested which was 
(it?t^roximateiy S /, 000 J)()() annually. About a quarter of the 
amount requested has been ai>t)ropriaicd. No other legisia- 
lion has been i)assed up to May 1972. 

Section 290 J of the Act of 1963 requires the State 
Board of luiucation to: 

Develop or cause (o be developed an evaluation pro* 
cedure designed lo measure objectively tlie adequacy and 
elTiciency of (lie educational programs offered by the 
public schools of the Commonweallh. The evaluation 



procedures to be developed shall include tests measuring 
the achievements and performance of students pursuirig all 
of the various subjects and courses comprisi/ig the curricula. 
The evaluation procedures shall be so construcled and 
developed as to provide each school dislricl with releva/it 
comparative data to enable directors and administrators to 
more readily appraise the educational performance and to 
effectuate without delay the strengthening of the district's 
educational program. Tests developed under the authority 
of this section to be administered to pupils shall be used for 
the purpose of providing a uniform evaluation of each 
school district and the other purposes set forth in this 
subdivision. The State Board of Education shall devise 
performance standards upon completion of the evaluation 
procedure required by this section. 
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An amended seetion ofehapter 16-22 hi 1963 required a 
wiiform aptitude and intelligenee lest of all pupils in ilia 
public and private elementary and secondary schools in 
Rhode Island. 

CHAITER 16-22 
(amended in 1963) 

Section I. Cliapler 16-22 of the general laws, entitled 
*X*urriculuni", as amended, is hereby further amended by 
adding thereto llie following section: 

16-22-9. LfnifoTO testing.- The commissioner of educa- 
tion shall establish a program and provide materials for 
uniform aptitude and inleiligcncc u\st/^ig of alJ pupils in 
elementary and secondary sciiools in this stale. All pupils 
attending public schools, and all pupils attending elemen- 
tary and secondary schools apj>roved in accordance with 
the provisions of tlie general and public laws of the state of 
Rhode Island shall be administered tests under the super- 
vision of the slate department of education in accordance 
with said program. 

Legislation enacted in 1969 by the General Assembly 
(Chapter 49) reorganized the State Department of Educa- 
tion and established (me Board (Board of Regents) overall 
education in the state, public and private. This Board was 
to establish a master plan far all education that included 
developing goals and objectives and continuously evaluating 
''the efforts and results of education in the light of these 
objectives, " 

In the 1 973 session. Chapter 49 was renumbered 
Chapter 249 and was amended by the Gmeral Assembly. 
The changes are mainly language changes; the substance of 
the bill has remained the same. However, the duties of the 
Commissioner of Education, who is in charge of the 
Department of Education, are more spccijlcally defined in 
the amended law and have been repeated below. This 
version of Chapter 249 replaces the earlier Chapter 49 
presented in previous legislation reports. 

CHAPTER 249 
(amended in 1973) 

AN ACT Amending Chapter 49 of Tiife 1 6 of the General 
Laws Entitled "Board of Regents for Education.'' 

Section 1. Chapter 49 of title 16 of the general laws 
entitled ''Boards of regents for education'' is hereby 
repealed and amended in its entirety to read as follows: . . . 

16-494. BOARD OF REGENTS FOR EDUCATION-^ 
POWERS AND DUTIES. The board of regents for educa- 
tion shall have \w addition to those enumerated in 1649-1, 
general laws of Rhode Island, 1956, as amended, the 
following powers and duties: 

(I) To approve a systematic program of information 
gathering, processing, and av^alysis addressed to every level, 



aspect and form of education in this slate especially as that 
information relates io current and future educational needs 
so that current needs may be mel with reasonable prompt- 
ness and plans formulated to meet future needs as they 
arise. 

(2) To approve a master plan defining broad goals and 
objectives lor all levels of education in the state: elemen- 
tary, secondary and higher. These goals and objectives shall 
be expressed in terms of what men should know and be 
able to do as a result of their educational experience. The 
regents shall continuously evaluate the efforts and results of 
education in the light of these objectives. 

(3) To formulate broad policy to implement the goals 
and objectives established and adopted by the regents fiom 
time to lime; to adopt standards and require enforcement 
and to exercise general supervision over all public education 
in the slate and over non-public education in I he state as 
provided hereinafler in subsection (S) of this seel ion.

The commis.sioner 
of education and the department of education shall have 
such duties and responsibilities as defined in sections

1649-6. COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION. The 

regents shall appoint a commissioner of education, ... In 
addition to the general supervision of the department of 
education and the appointment of the several officers and 
employees of the department, it shall be the duty of the 
commissioner of education: 

(I) To develop and implement a systematic program of 
information gathering, processing, and analysis addressed to 
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every level, aspect und form of eduiy'ution in the state, 
especially us thut information rclutes to current und future 
educutionul needs. 

<2) To supervise ihe musici plumiing process for ull levels 
of oducaUon in the stule; eleinentary. secondary and higlier, 
10 coordinate the goals and objectives of the public

The Legislature of the state 
of South Dakota hereby declares teacJiing to be a profes- 
sion. It is declared to be in the interest of the state that 
such profession be recognized arid ihat the profession 
accept its responsibilities in the development and promo- 
tion of standards of ethics, conduct, performance, prepara- 
tion, and practices. For the purpose of sections ]3A3'\G to 
13-43-30, inclusive, tlie teaching pvofession shall include 
those persons certificated by the state superintendent of 
public instruction as teaciiers, administrators, and other 
specialists employed in public, federal, and private schools; 
education associations; and stale agencies and political 
subdivisions charged with responsibility in the field of 
education.

Stme Resolutions ' alsi) urre passed by the Texas 
Legislature in 1^73 that may affect later legislation and are, 
therefore, mentioned here. House Concvm nt Resoluti<>n 
No, '^^Oy adopted in May, 1^73, instructs the ' vgislativc 
Budf^vi Board to prepare the state's budget for the next 
session in a program budget format. Antfther Resoluthm, 
No. 71H also adopted in May, requests the Legislative 
Budget Board to study the ajneepts of **zero base'* 
budgeting, including the application of cost-bvnefit ratio 
analysis. 

The most interesting resolution is Resolution No. /V.? 
adopted in May, which is directly concerned with 
performance-based teacher education. The Texas Education 
Agency was awarded a grant of $3.87 million by U.S.O.E. 
to field test competency /performance-based teacher educa- 
tion for the American Association of Colleges for Teacher 
Education, As a result of the study, the State Board of 
Education in June, 1972, made major changes in teacher 
education and certification in Texa^ by adopting several 
new standards for all new programs of teacher preparation. 
Under (he new standards, aU programs for preparing 
teachers and other school person r^l at each of the 60 
higher education institutions in Texas were mandated to be 
competency [perprmance-based programs. Since many 
resolutions hape appeared from Texoi and national educa- 
tion groups opposing certain of the standards; because the 
analysis by the U.S. Office of Education of the program 
raises questions and some doubts; and because the new 
standards may be in conflict with several U,S. Supreme 
Court cases, the Texas Legislature appointed a legislative 
subcommittee to study the new teacher education and 
certification standards. The sn^dy is to include such 
concerns as: 

• the mandatory imposition of the new standards on all 
programs at all institutions prepsiring teachers in Texas 

• the cost of implementation

• the possible violations of academic freedom 

The subcommittee is to make a complete report to the 
Legislature by January, 1975.

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Section 2. Ariick VI 1 1 of the Const itut ion oj Virginia 
became ejfeciive July /. /V7/. // called for the develop- 
ment of "standards of quality'' for the several schixtl 
divisions in the state by the State Board of t^ducation. 
Section 2 states that: 

. . . standards of quality for the several school divisions 
sliall be determined, and p/cscribed lioni time to time by 
tlie Slate Board of l;ducation, subject tt) revision only by 
the (;cner;il Assembly. 

Tfw State Department of Education considered the Act 
to be a mandate for educational accowuabilily and 
accordingly developed and adopted a set of standards of 
quality on August 7. /V7/. 

During the 1972 legislative session, the General Assembly 
uiacted into law an Act ill 845) whii h followed, with some 
rcvisums, the standards of quality adopted by the State 
BoarJ. Hie Act specijies that certain planning and manage- 
mcnt standards and objectives and pupil performance 
objectives be achieved. Portions of this Act are quoted as 
foJloH's:

6. The superintendent shall, as directed by the Board of 
Education, make ar^nual follow-up studies of former stu- 
dents (Uropouts and graduates) who enter employment or 
who continue their education beyond high school as a 
means of assessing the effectiveness of the school program. 

7. The superintendent and his staff shall provide an 
effective program of instructional supervision and assistance 
to principals and teachers that is consisteni with the 
objectives of the sciiool division. 

H. The superintendent and his staff shall ptovide for the 
cooperative evaluation of central otfice personnel and prin- 
cipals and shall provide assistance to principals in the 
cooperative evaluation of teachers and other school em- 
ployees. 

The standards of quality prescribed .;/*>ove. as herein 
revised, and made effective, shall alone be vhe only 
standards of quality required by Article VIII, Section 2 of 
the Constitution of Virginia. 

S. 2. In addition to tlie standards of quality revised, and 
made effective as prescribed above « tlie State and local 
school divisions shall undertake to achieve the objectives set 
out below. Annual reports will be prepared by the Board of 
Education to show the progress being made throughout the 
State to meet these objectives. The Board of Education is 
directed and shall have the authority to promulgate rules 
and regulations necessary to implement these objectives.

I. A number of pupils equal to at least seventy percent 
of the pupils who entered the first grade twelve years earlier 
should be graduated from high school.

a. The principal shall involve the community and his staff 
in the preparation and implementation ol an ar^nual school 
plan, which shall be consistent with the division-wide plan 
and which shall be approved by the division superintendent. 

b. The principal shall develop a school handbook of 
pivlicies and procedures which are in compliance willi and 
which implement division policies. 

The principal shall coordinate the services of all 
persons who work in the school to provide a healthfuL 
stimulating school environment and an efficient and effec- 
tive operation.

The Washin^Um Legislature amended its General Provi- 
sions for Teachers law to inelude evaluative criteria and 
procedures for certificated employees, Tltis legislation 
enacted in September of J 969, 

28A,67.06S Evaluative criteria and procedure for certifi- 
cated employees-Requirements, ^A'cry board of directors, 
in accordance with procedure provided in RCW 
2XA.72,030, shall establish an evaluative criteria and 
procedures for all certificated employees. Such procedure 



shall require not less than :innual evaluation of all employ- 
ees, Nw employees shall be evaluated within the first 
ninety calendar days of the// cmploymeni. Hvery employee 
whose work is judged unsatisfactory shall be notified in 
. writing of slated areas of deficiencies along with recommen- 
dations for improvement by February 1st of each year. A 
probationat^r period shall be established from February 1st 
to April 15th for the employee io demonstrate improve- 
ment.

Legislation was mandated by the Wisconsin State Legisla- 
ture during the 1971 legislative session. No funds were 
appropriated for the educational assessment, at the time of 
passage of the legislation. In July 1972, $26,000 uws 
alloeated for the first year's planning activities by the Board 
of G oven mi en t Operation s,

commonly offered by public schools, will be objectively 
measured each year. Assessment shall be undertaken at 
several grade levels on a uniform, statewide basis. 
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
